With the endorsement of the 

American Legion Department of 
' California, coupled with the en 
dorsement of responsible leader­ 
ship in the ranks of industry 
and labor, the California Marine 
Development Council this week 
announced a concerted campaign 
for a "Yes" vote on Proposition 
Number 9 on the No. 5 ballot 
The proposition, passed by over 
two-thirds vote of the last ses­ 
sion of the state legislature but 
needing ratification at the polls 
to become operative, adjusts tax 
discrimination against California 
fishing fleets as compared to 
other vessels.

Specificaliy it will retain to 
the state the right to tax all 
commercial craft, including large 
steamships which now are tax 
free, and will revamp the present 
law under which only four 
coastal counties receive benefits 
from taxes paid by the fishing 
fleets.

Torrance and Baim{ng 
High School Yearbooks

Behavior Cases at High School 
Get Thorough Study. Treatment

Following Is the third article In 
the "Know Your High School' 
written especially for The Her 
aid . .

One of the major, problems of 
any school Is that which still 
travels under the name of "dis­ 
cipline." A more accurate title 
would be "behavior." More dta 
cussion Is indulged in among 
schoql patrons, casual observers 
and sometimes among educators 
themselves on this topic than any 
other connected with a school. 
Still less is known or understood 
about it than' any other educa­ 
tional topic.

A few things we do know, how­ 
ever, and much progress Is be­ 
ing made In meeting this prob­ 
lem, not only in schools in gen­ 
eral but in Torrance high school 
as well. In fact it is recognized 
by juvenile authorities that Tor­ 
rance high is in the forefront of 
the movement to place disciplin­ 
ary control on a scientific basis.

Ninety percent of the behavior 
problem cases In high school are 
due to causes for which offend­ 
ers arc not to blame. These 
causes are of two kinds: (1) 
those which have to do with 
physical or mental condition of 
the -child, such as glandular 
trouble, nervous instability and 
malnutrition, and (2) those which 
have to do with the conditions 
under which he lives.

Cases Thoroughly Studied
The first set of causes inter­ 

fere with normal physical growth 
and development and the latter 
interfere with adjustment to peo­ 
ple and the laws of society.

Adolescents who have some 
physical or mental defect or who 
are harassed by inharmony or 
nervous excitement at home, 
rigors of poverty or disease, too 
severe or too lax discipline are 
.not able to get along with people 
at school or anywhere else. They 
eventually get into serious 
trouble. To correct this situation 
these Individuals must be dealt 
with not as criminals but more 
like persons who are ill.

For this reason all behavior 
problem cases at Torrance high 
school are processed through a 
committee. This group, called, an 
adjustment committee, serves as 
a clinic to first, diagnose the
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case, and second, to bring about 
a cure. Every case Is thoroughly 
studied to determine the cause. 
In order to make this study a 
thoroughgoing one, all available 
data concerning the student Is 
compiled. This includes, mental 
and physical health records, 
school work records, Information 
on social attitudes, diet and sleep 
habits and home conditions. 

Gnide-CounBeloni Aligned 
If the diagnosis Indicates < the 

cause Is as stated for the 00 per­ 
cent, a cure is attempted. The 
elimination or correction of 
causes, establishment of better 
relations between the student 
and his surroundings, develop­ 
ment of some new interest, 
change of courses are some of 
tho means employed.

To facilitate these steps the 
best possible sponsor-adviser is 
assigned to the case to act as 
guide and counselor.

Most cases yield to this treat­ 
ment and in time become good 
citizens. Most parents cooperate 
with us because where home 
conditions are at fault, only par-, 
en(s can make this correction. 
For this 90 percent, punishment 
Is the last means considered. The 
remaining ten percent Is another 
matter.
